ORTSMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 10.— 
Reimbursement for the expense 
sustained in the prosecution of 
the war and the cession, of the 


Island of Sakhalin, constitute the main 
features of the peace conditions hand- 
ed by Baron Komura to Sergus Wltte 
at the conclusion 
of the morning's 


session of the envoys In the general 
stores building at the Portsmouth na- 
vy yard. 


The word "indemnity" was carefully 


avoided, the term applied being "re- 
imbursement" for the cost of the war. 


No sum is fixed, the amount being 


distinctly adjourned for mutual ad- 
justment between the two countries 
after the Japanese expenditures have 
been ascertained. 


These are the two all-important con- 


ditions which the Russian envoys find 
absolutely unacceptable. 


It can be stated, however, that these 


two principal conditions did not come 
as a surprise to the Russian pleni- 
potentiaries. 
, 


The friendly fashion in which Baron 


Komura explained the conditions be- 
fore handing, them to Witte and to 
avoid the expression of the word "in- 
demnity" in the presentation of Ja- 
pan's bill for the cost of the war with- 
out fixing1 the sum, leaves the way 
open for negotiations and constitutes 
a main hope that the final agreement 
is possible.

Finally the limitation of the naval 


strength of Russia in the far east- 
ern waters. 


As a whole these terms are regard- 


ed as exceedingly hard in the eyes of 
the Russians. 


In addition to the two principal con- 


ditions, which cannot be accepted un- 
der Witte's instructions, 
there 
are 


those relating to the Russian naval 
power in the far ease and the grant- 


ing of fishing rights upon the Rus- 
sian litteral are considered as par- 
ticularly offensive amour propre of 
their country and of such a humiliat- 
ing character as to be inadmissible. 


The Japanese, on the contrary, as 


Baron Komura announced at the con- 
ference today, consider them moderate, 
contending thac they only represent a 
fair compensation for the expenses of 
the war and the victories they have 
achieved on land and sea, their sole 
purpose being to attain 
the objects 


foi which they have fought, the spoils 
claimed being only such as they are 
legitimately entitled to as a result of 
their artillery and naval success. 


The Russian 
plenipotentiaries, as 


soon as the Japanese terms were in 
their hands, called for five expert del- 
egates attached to the mission and 
spent the whole afternoon in. consid- 
eiation of the terras. 


In the meantime the conditions were 


placed in cipher and cabled to the 
czar with Witte's personal explana- 
tions. It is hoped that a reply will be 
received ^from the emperor tomorrow 
in which case M. Witte expects to 
have the Russian responses ready by 
Saturday. 


But it is not unlikely that Satur- 


day, being the firs! anniversary of the 
birth of the czarevitch, the presenta- 
tion of the reply will be deferred until 
Monday. Meantime the envoys will not 
meet unless an unexpected necessity 
for a conference should arise.

THE BEST CANAL ROUTE 


I 


T is seldom too late to correct mistakes. It looks now 


though it might be well for the government to make 


another investigation of the Isthmus route for a canal a 
few miles south of the Panama route. There is but one ob- 
stacle in the way of building' a tide water canal there anc 
that is tunneling the mountain on the Caribean sea side 
That tunnel woulJ have to be five miles long and big 
enough for any modern ship. The rest of the way would 
be easy, and the canal would be but twenty-nine miles 
long — the narrowest point dividing the two great oceans — 
as against forty-nine miles for the Panama. 
Engineers 


compute the cost of the whole canal at $75,000,000. There 
will be that amount spent on the Panama route before the 
work fairly begins. There are fine harbors at either ter- 
minus of the Mandingo, and both are out of the line of the 
calm that sometimes holds a sail ship in Panama harbor 
forty days before it can get breeze enough to get out to 
sea. The Mandingo canal can be entirely completed in 
three years, from start to finish. 
A ship would require 


but six hours to pass through the Mandingo canal, day 01 
night, against fifteen hours via Panama. 
The Panama 


canal will have, many curves, the Mandingo would be a 
straight line. Excepting a few feet of the way the Mandin- 
go would pass through solid rock; the Panama, much of 
the way, will pass through mud, clay or slippery shale. 
the worst possible formation to hold in place. 


It grows more and more apparent every day that the 


Panama route is a terror. 
"With its tremendous excava- 


tions, its furious streams, its treacherous formations and 
it deadly climate, it is hard to compute when the work can 
be finished or at what cost. 


The surveys and estimates of c-ost of the Mandin 


route have been made by some of the most eminent engi- 
neers that the country has ever known; it would not re- 
quire a month to % erify them. The tunnel part would only 
be doing on a large stale, what on a -mall scale, every 
railroad contractor is familiar with. 


Unless the engmeeis are mistaken the Darien pioject 


is vastly more feasible and cheaper. 


The present outlook for the Panama enteipiise is cei- 


rainly most discouraging. To change routes might be a 
master stroke of business sense and economy — Goodwin's 
Weekly.

ECRETARY ROOT'S probable candidacy for the pies- 


idency has been consideiably discussed since his 


appointment, and this has brought out the interesting his- 
tory which has followed the holJeis of this high office. 


For some time after the beginning of our national ca- 


reer the first place in the cabinet seemed to be a natural 
almost an inevitable stepping stone to the presidency 
But when John Quincy Adams became president and ap- 
pointed his rival. Henry Clay, as secretatj' of state, the 
tradition ended and since then but t\\o secretaries of state 
have become president. One of these was Van Buren and 
the other Buchanan, but the latter did not go directly to 
the White House, waiting tno adrnimstiations later for the 
honor. 


During the first terms from Jefferson on each president 


was secretary of state during the preceding term.. 


The appointment of Clay after Clay's friends in the 


house of representatives had helped elect Adams was the 
precedent according to which is became frequent to ap- 
point a defeated rival to that high office. 


Several me'n whose careers ended with this premier 


cabinet office were almost if not quite as famous as the 
presidency could have made them. Among these were 
Henry Clay, Daniel Webster, John C. Calhoun and James 
C. Elaine. All of these men missed reaching the height 
of their ambition, but became a more important part of 
their country's history than many of the men who reached 
the presidency. John Sherman was another of the prom- 
inent presidential aspirants who was buried in the office 
of state. 


On the whole, at the present time the chief cabinet of- 


fice is the least likely stepping stone to the presidency 
that can be found. Tet the increased importance of Amer- 
ica, in foreign affairs makes the office, in itself, one of far 
greater international importance than it has ever been 
before, and its occupancy, therefore, a still greater honor. 


If Mr. Root fulfills with distinguished success his office, 


both as a national representative among the nations and 
counselor to the president, such are the great issues of the 
day his fame will be assured, even though party light- 
ning never strikes iu his direction. 


NO matter if Thomas Platt does say that his life is not 


•n-hat it ought to have been, Mrs. Platt says that the sen- 
ator could not beat it if he tried. Mrs. Platt is quite sure 
that the latter part of the senator's life need not be lived 
over..

IMMIGRATION FIGURES 


F 


IGURES on immigration during the last fiscal year 


have just been given out and they show that the pop- 


ularity of this country is rapidly increasing. Especially is 
it growing in Austria-Hungary, for more than one-fourth 
of the unprecedented total of immigrants came from that 
empire. The figures are 1.027.421 for the total of which 
number 275,693 came from Austria-Hungary. Is'ot since 
1903 has the total immigration approximated the figures 
given above and 1903 fell short of 1905 by nearly 200,000. 


„ Nor has there ever been such a large number from one 
country, though Germany registered a bigger propoi tion 
of the total in 18S2. In that year out of 788,922 immigrants 
250,630, or nearly one-third came from the Vaterland. 
This immigration business seems to be a sort of fever that 
strikes different countries at different times. It is well 
that this is true, for if the epidemic raged throughout 
Europe at the same time there wouldn't be enough room 
in America for Americans. For example, from 1880 to 1886 
inclusive, 1,044,658 Germans came to this country to make 
their homes 


Then the tide swept over Italy, and during the period 


of 1900-05 1,059,903 citizens of sunny Italy cast their lot 
with us. In the same period the people of Austria-Hun- 
gary gave us almost as many, the total being 1,059,086. 
The greatest number of Italians in any one year was 
230,622 in 1903.

Said 
to 


Have Purchased Majority Stock 


in Washoe Power Company 


Because they wanted to thwait any 


consolidation of the Reno Power Com- 
panies and secure a large interest in 
one of the corporations 
that 
they 


mlpht ah\ajs be assured of an auxtl- 
laiy power for their mills on 
the 


Truckee river, the Fleishackers, the 
millionaire interests in the Floriston 
paper mills, purchased several weeks 
ago 160,000 share of the stock of the 
Wa'hoe Power and Development Com- 
pany. 


This is the story put in circulation 


on the street yesterday and is a se- 
quel to the failure of the H. C. Cut- 
ting interests in the new company to 
deliver a majority of the stock in the 
pioposed big consolidation of the two 
ilval and warring companies. 


It -was stated yesterday on excellent 


authority that when the deal for the 
electiic light merger was put in mo- 
tion that representatives of the Fleis 
ackei mteiests, through a well-known 
Reno banker, quietly set to work and 
bought up 160,000 shares, or a ma- 
joi ity of the stock. Negotiations for 
the metger of the properties were at a 
standstill as soon as it was discovered 
that Henry Cutting would be unable 
to deliver the goods. The promoters 
now threaten to sue Cutting for failure 
to perform his part of the contract 
with them 


The Floriston 
paper 
mills, largely 


owned by the Fleishacker interests of 
San Francisco, are said to have the 
paper trust back of them, and as such 
they are now owners of a majority 
of the stock of the Washoe Power and 
Development Company, the new rival 
to the old Reno Light Company. 


It is said 
that 
the Fleishackers 


sought control of one of the Reno 
power companies because of the im- 
portance of securing as much rights as 
possible on the Truckee river, and as 
an uuxihary source of power for their 
mills at Floriston In any event the 
story has it that the Fleishackers now 
own a majority of the stock of the 
new company, and that there will be 
nothing doing 
in the "consolidation 


business, unless some arrangement !s 
made whereby the paper mills com- 
pany has the long end of the bargain 
and receives a contract for auxiliary 
power.
